What is the best way to solve that problem? 

Voting YES on the $700,000 Upland schoo! bonds and on 
the $3,000,000 Chaffey bonds, 


Every taxpayer, naturally, wants to see very strict econ- 
omy in public expenditures. And every parent and every 
resident wants adequate education for every young person 
in the community. 

By voting bonds in Friday’s election, you can achieve 
both ends — economy in building and providing the neces- 
sary classrooms. 

Once the bonds are voted,. THEN is the time. to exert 
very strong influence in getting the most in classroom build- 
ings. Actually. it is not at all difficult to emphasize to the 
Chaffey board members and the Upland board members that 
economy UST be the rule. After all, the board members are 
very Ff ble people, sincerely concerned with the educa- 
tional problems and unselfishly devoted to good business

or the moment, suppose the bonds are voted down? 
What then? Do you mean to say there shall be no more class- 
rooms for the tremendous student population increase that 
is certain? Or, do you mean just to postpone the “Yes” vote 
and maybe next year or some other time in the future. ap- 
prove enough bonds to “catch up.” with the student growth? 
What is to be gained in such a delaying course? The fact 
remains, bonds MUST BE VOTED before adequate. classrooms 
can be provided. / 

_A constructive approach is to vote the bonds — then see 
to it that absolute economy is used in getting the most in 
classrooms from the money. 

The need is urgent for persons in the Upland-Foothill dis- 
trict to be sure to vote “Yes”. A tremendous majority for 
the bonds is needed here to offset the negative vote that may 
come from certain sections of Ontario. 

Huge sums of money are involved in the two bond issues. 
Most laymen are unable to analyze all factors involved, so 
they turn to recognized authorities for recommendations and 
leadership.

Parking of cars Is very essential for tne success oy any 
business enterprise in today’s economy. :

The movement to establish off-street parking lots in 
downtown Upland, should, therefore, be heartily supported 
by everyone in the Upland district.
